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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/03/09 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

4. Claims 7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Weigl et al. (6,454,945). This 
rejection was applied in the previous Office Action (mailed 04/02/09). It remains in 
effect. Please see Response to Arguments below. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 08/03/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant has amended the claim to recite a label comprised of a first 
group of label molecules bonded with a third substance trapping body and a second 
group of label molecules bonded with a fourth substance trapping body capable of 
specifically acting on the second substance. Applicant has then argued that this feature 
is not taught by Weigl. The Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs Applicant back 
to columns 36 and 37 of Weigl. As previously noted by both Applicant and the 
Examiner, Weigl teaches a plurality of beads with each reporter bead having a plurality 
of at least one type of fluorescent reporter there. Applicant and the Examiner have 
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disagreed on the interpretation of this passage which has resulted in the alternative 
(102 or 103) rejection. See Applicant's submission on 01/05/09 and Paragraphs 4 and 
5 of the previous Office Action (mailed 04/02/09) Weigl, however, clearly teaches the 
use of multiple reporter beads having different labels for detecting a variety of analytes 
or properties including fluorescent, absorptive, antigen bonding and solvent effects 
(column 36, lines 30-43 and column 37, lines 1-31). Weigl teaches use of 
combinations of the beads in column 37, lines 28-53. The Examiner submits that a 
solution containing combinations of beads includes a first group of label molecules 
(fluorescent) on a third substance trapping body (bead) and a second group of label 
molecules (absorption) on a fourth substance trapping body (bead). This is what the 
claim requires.
